Kennedy’s  Accused  Assassin 
Shot  As  Millions  Witnessed 

DALLAS,  (UPI)  — Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  accused  assassin  of 
President  Kennedy,  was  himself  shot  and  killed  in  vengeance  Sunday 
by  a seK-appointed  executioner  who  was  an  ardent  admirer  of  the 
late  Chief  Executive.  The  shooting  was  witnessed  by  millions  of 
grieving  Americans. 

OSWALD,  24,  was  being  transferred  under  heavy  guard  from 
the  city  jaU  and  “live”  television  cameras  were  trained  on  him  when 
he  was  mortally  wounded. 

Jack  Ruby,  52,  portly,  balding  and  “hot-tempered”  operator  of 
a Dallas  strip-tease  club  slipped  through  a heavy  security  police 
guard  and  fired  a single  shot  from  a snub-nose  revolver  into  Os- 
wald’s chest  just  below  the  heart. 

The  pro-Castroian,  pro-Communist  ex-Marine  slumped  to  the 
floor,  fatally  wounded.  He  was  rushed  to  Parkland  Memorial  Hos- 
pital where  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy  died  Friday  of  two  bullet 
wounds  in  the  brain  and  throat. 

THE  SHOOTING  occurred  shortly  before  11:30  a.m.  CST.  Os- 
wald died  at  1:07  p.m.  CST  after  12  surgeons  fought  to  save  him  on 
an  operating  table  just  10  feet  from  the  room  in  which  the  nation’s 
35th  President  died. 

OSWALD  SAID  “absolutely  nothing  before  or  after  he  was 
shot,”  said  Dallas  Homicide  Chief  Will  Fritz.  Doctors  attending  the 
dying  man  said  he  groaned  during  attempts  to  save  his  life,  but 
uttered  no  last  words. 

The  FBI  will  continue  to  investigate  the  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent Kennedy,  despite  the  death  of  its  chief  suspect,  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald,  a Justice  Department  spokesman  said  Sunday. 

“There  is  very  strong  evidence  that  Oswald  was  the  President’s 
assassin,”  the  spokesman  said.  “But  we  do  not  consider  the  case 
closed  just  because  Oswald  himself  has  fallen  victim  to  an  assassin.”

from  the  White  House  to  the 
Capitol  rotunda. 

After  the  eulogies,  Johnson  cer- 
emonially placed  a wreath  of 
flowers  at  the  end  of  the  coffin. 
He  slowly  followed  as  a member 
of  the  honor  guard  carried  the 
flowers  and  then,  his  head  bowed, 
fingered  a few  of  the  flowers  be- 
fore turning  away, 

IMMEDIAELY  after  the  cere- 
mony at  the  rotunda,  Johnson 
was  whisked  under  motorcycle 
escort  to  the  executive  office 
building  next  to  the  White  House. 
There  he  began  taking  a detailed 
look  at  the  International  situa- 
tion. 

Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  U.  S.  Am- 
bassador to  South  Viet  Nam, 
waited  for  him  at  the  office  build' 
ing.  A few  moments  later.  Secre- 
tary of  State  Dean  Rusk,  Defense 
Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara 
and  John  A.  McCone,  Central  In- 
telligence Agency  (CIA),  director 
also  arrived  to  meet  with  the 
President. 

ALSO  AT  THE  meeting  was 
McGeorge  Bundy,  White  House 
National  Security  aide. 

After  the  meeting,  Lodge  told 
newsmen  he  gave  Johnson  a 
“first  hand  report”  on  the  situa- 
tion in  South  Viet  Nam  and  said 
the  President  “told  me  what  his 
thoughts  were”  on  the  situation 
there. 

LODGE  SAID  he  was  hopeful 
the  new  government  in  South 
Viet  Nam  would  “step  up  the 
pace  of  the  war”  against  the  Com- 
munists. 

Lodge  also  said  that  Johnson 
asked  him  not  to  submit  his  reS' 
ignation.  as  ambassadors  custom- 
arily do  when  a new  President 
takes  over.  Lodge  said  he  believ- 
ed all  otlier  Ambassadors  also 
were  asked  to  remain  on. 

HE  HIMSELE'  is  planning  an 
immediate  return  to  his  post  in 
Saigon.  He  originally  had  been 
scheduled  to  meet  with  President 
Kennedy  Sunday  upon  the  late 
President’s  return  from  Dallas. 

He  told  newsmen  that  although 
he  and  Kennedy  had  been  on  dif- 
ferent sides  in  politics,  “we  were 
always  good  friends  and  the  fact 
that  we  competed  in  politics  nev- 
er made  the  slightest  difference.” 


Respects  Given  in  Capitol  Rotunda  ... 

Millions  Pay  Homage  To  Kennedy 
Prior  To  Final  Services  Monday 


WASHINGTON,  (UPI)  — John 
Fitzgerald  Kennedy  was  given  to 
the  American  people  Sunday  for 
their  final  homage. 

To  the  muted  cadence  of  muff- 
led drums,  the  body  of  the  mar- 
tyred President  was  borne  from 
the  White  House  to  the  Capitol 
past  300,000  solemn  Americans 
lining  the  procession  route.  There 
the  flag  draped  coffin  lay  as 
thousands  filed  by  in  tribute. 

THE  BODY  will  lie  in  state 
within  the  closed  casket  until  fu- 
neral services  at  noon  Monday, 
followed  by  burial  in  Arlington 
National  Cemetery  on  a hill  over 
looking  the  Potomac. 

Mrs.  Jacqueline  Kennedy,  a 
veiled  madonna  in  black,  person- 
ally relinquished  her  slain  hus- 
band to  the  people.  With  five--! 
year-old  Caroline  at  her  side,  she 
walked  to  the  bier,  knelt,  and  plac- 
ed a reverent  kiss  on  the  casket. 

MRS.  KENNEDY’S  farewell 
gesture  climaxed  an  emotion 
wracked  ritual  that  began  with 
the  procession  up  the  Capital’s 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  ended 
with  tributes  in  the  domed  rotun- 
da from  three  dignitaries  who 
served  with  the  President  during 
his  brief  34  months  in  the  White 
House. 

Washington  police  estimated 
that  300, (XK)  people,  many  from 
miles  away,  stood  10  and  15  deep 
along  the  route  of  the  cortege  on 
this  chilly  but  bi'illiantly  sunny 
November  day.  The  last  solemn 
journey  from  the  White  House 
to  the  Capitol  took  45  emotional 
minutes. 

SPONTANEOUS  tributes  were 
matched  at  the  Capitol  where,  af- 
ter the  casket  had  been  borne  into 
the  rotunda  by  six  servicemen, 
three  officials  closely  associated 
with  the  President  delivered  brief 


but  moving  eulogies. 

“What  moves  some  misguided 
wretch  to  do  this  horrible  deed 
may  never  be  known  to  us,”  said 
Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren  who 
was  unaware  then  that  Oswald 
had  himself  been  slain. 

SENATE  Democratic  Leader 
Mike  Mansfield,  Mont.,  who  serv- 
ed with  the  slain  President  in 
the  Senate,  said  “A  piece  of  each 
of  us  died”  the  moment  his  old 


colleague  was  felled  by  the  sni- 
per’s bullets, 

“Yet,  in  death,”  Mansfield  said, 
“He  gave  of  himself  ...  he  gave 
that  we  might  give  of  ourselves, 
that  we  might  give  to  one  anoth- 
er until  there  would  be  no  room, 
no  room  at  all,  for  the  bigotrj', 
the  hatred,  prejudice  and  the  ar- 
rogance which  converged  in  that 
moment  of  horror  to  strike  him 
down.” 


Mrs.  Kennedy,  World  Officials 
Will  Follow  President’s  Casket 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — Mrs.  Jacqueline  Kennedy  will  walk 
behind  the  casket  of  her  slain  husband  today,  in  a funeral  proces- 
sion from  the  White  House  to  a cathedral  about  a half-mile  away, 
the  White  House  announced  Sunday. 

President  Johnson,  Foreign  Chiefs  of  State,  former  Presidents 
Eisenhower  and  Truman,  and  other  dignitaries  wiU  walk  behind 
Mrs.  Kennedy  and  Atty.  Gen.  Robert  F.  Kennedy,  the  assassinated 
Chief  Executive’s  brother.  " 

AT  NOON  (EST)  in  St.  Matthews  Cathedral,,  a Pontifical  Req- 
uiem Mass  will  be  celebrated  by  His  Eminence  Richard  Cardinal 
Cushing,  archbishop  of  Boston. 

More  than  50  nations  are  sending  delegates  to  the  funeral  of 
President  Kennedy.  The  delegates  will  include  at  least  22  presidents 
or  prime  ministers,  three  reigning  mqnarchs  and  princes  or  prin- 
cesses from  nine  countries. 

Also  attending  from  the  intermountain  area  will  be  Utah’s  Gov, 
George  D.  Clyde,  Idaho  Gov.  Robert  E.  Smylie,  Montana  Gov.  Tim 
Babcock  and  Wyoming  Gov.  Clifford  Hansen. 

P'LYING  TO  WASHINGTON  to  attend  the  services  will  be 
President  Hugh  B.  Brown  of  the  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  processions  of  dignitaries  was  led  by  French  President 
Charles  DeGaulle  who  arrived  in  Washington  first.  Arriving  shortly 
after  him  was  West  German  Chancellor  Ludwig  Erhard,  his  foreign 
and  defense  ministers,  and  Willy  Brandt,  Mayor  of  West  Berlin. 

All  nations  of  the  Big  Four  will  be  represented.  England  is  send- 
ing Prime  Minister  Si^  Alec  Douglas-Home,  Labor  party  leader 
Harold  Wilson.  Prince  Phillip  will  represent  the  royal  family  in  the 
absence  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  is  expecting  a baby  during  the 
early  part  of  the  new  year  and  isn’t  able  to  travel. 

ARRIVING  THIS  MORNING  in  Washington  is  Soviet  First 
Premier  Anastas  I.  Mikoyan  who  will  represent  the  Soviet  Union.

BYU  ran  a ground  game  all  the 
way,  attempting  only  three  pass- 
es making  none. 

COLORADO  STATE  kept  up

The  game  started  as  John  Mal- 
arsie  kicked  off  to  CSU  halfback 
Norman  Burkett.  Burkett  ran  it 
for  21  yards  and  started  their 
drive  but  it  was  short  lived  and 
BYU  took  over, 

ON  THE  THIRD  PLAY  from 
scrimmage  Merkley'  ran  through 
the  right  side  of  the  line  for  a 
42-yard  touchdown.  Frank  Baker, 
BYU’s  kicking  expert,  made  the 
extra  point  and  the  score  was  7-0, 
Cougars. 

CSU  bounced  back  as  Ken 
Hines  took  a handoff  and  ran 
through  his  right  guard  for  80 
yards  from  the  CSU  twenty  yard 
line.  Quarterback  John  Christen- 
sen ran  for  the  two  points  con- 
version. 

The  fir.st  quarter  ended  with, 
the  score  CSU  leading  8-7. 

ON  BYU’S  SECOND  first  down 
of  the  second  quarter  Robinson 
plunged  through  the  center  spot 
from  the  CSU  38  and  evaded  all 
tacklers.  Malarsie  ran  for  the 
points  after  touchdown  and  made 
the  score  15-8  for  the  Cougars. 

Second  half  play  started  in 
much  the  same  way  the  first  one 
did.  From  the  BYU  27-yard  line 
Robinson  ran  73  yards  on  a pitch- 
out  and  around  the  right  end.  The 
run  was  his  best  during  the  day 
as  he  twisted  and  turned,  losing 


all  of  the  defenders.  The  PAT  was 
no  good  as  Baker  failed  to  get 
the  ball  between  the  posts. 

CSU  THEN  moved  the  ball  to 
the  BYU  two  and  on  a quarter- 
back sneak  Tom  Miller  plunged 
into  the  end  zone.

? Force  and  violence  and  tragedy  have  tom  the  hearts  of 
j the  American  people  and  the  world.  Our  youngest  President, 
It  John  Fitzgerald  Kennedy,  will  be  laid  to  rest -today.  It  is  one 
f - of  America’s  saddest  moments. 

Only  histoiy  will  assess  the  late  President’s  ^eatness. 
^ But  regardless  of  that  judgment  those  of  us  now  living  can 
not  help  but  feel  a tremendous  loss. 

President  Kennedy  had  become  an  ideal  to  the  world;  1 n 
the  eyes  of  the  nations  Mr.  Kennedy  bore  the  heavy  respon- 
sibility for  the  world’s  peace. 

Probably  as  never  before  he  and  his  family  had  caught 
and  held  the  imagination  of  the  people.  The  young,  vigorous 
^.sldent  as  a father,  as  a husband,  as  a scholar  and  as  a 
leader  was  a great  example  to  the  youth  of  today.  He  will 
|(emain  this. 

The  bloody  trail  of  the  assassin’s  bullet  has  led  the 
President’s  .murderer  to  his  own  death  not  ten  feet  from 
where  the  President  died.  And  now  another  man  faces  jus- 
tice. 

In  all  of  the  tears  and  mourning  there  is  a lesson  for 
the  American  people.  Those  of  us  bom  since  President  Mc- 
Kinley was  assassinated  sixty-three  years  a^o  have  felt 
America  was  too  civilized  and  advanced  to  kill  a man  because 
he  held  different  ideas  and  opinions.  It  could  happen  in  South 
America,  or  Africa  or  somewhere  else,  but  not  in  America — 
i but  it  did  happen. 

Hopefully  it  has  opened  a lot  of  eyes.  Chief  Justice  Earl 
Warren  standing  over  Kennedy’s  body  in  the  capitol  rotunda 
cried  out:  'Tf  we  really  love  this  country,  if  we  truly  love 
j justice  and  mercy,  if  we  fervently  want  to  make  this  nation 
better  for  those  who  are  to  follow  us,  we  can  at  least  abjure 
ithat  hatred  that  consumes  people,  the  false  accusations  that 
divide  us  and  the  bitterness  that  begets  violence.” 

I He  called  on  Americans  to  halt  the  forces  of  hatred  and 
I malevolence  “such  as  today  are  eating  their  way  into  the 
j blood  stream  of  American  life.”
